Rust Badly Affecting 
Famo us Eiffel To wer 
Unless 
n protective paint can b e 
found the Eiffel tower is threatened 
with ultimate destruction b y rust. En- 
.'ineers. who have just examined it. 
have found that despite all preeau- 
' ions taken in the past, rust is rapidly 
eating away the huge metal structure 
whifh rises to a height of nearly 1,000 
feet to the top of its flagstaff. 
When 
the tower was b uilt in 1880 every sec- 
•iou was coated with three lay ers of a 
special mixture of red lead and pure 
linseed oil. which, in their turn, were 
co\ered with thick paint. Two y ears 
later, however, the elements had eaten 
their way through the paint and were 
b eginning to spread rust. In 1802 the 
b adly rusted parts were scraped and 
repainted with white lead, linseed oil 
and ochre. 
Since then the tower has 
b een repainted and 
varnished with 
various products in 1800, 1007. 1014. 
and 1024. b ut the process of disinte­ 
gration of the metal goes on. The ex­ 
perts tire striving to discover n new 
protective paint which, in addition to 
b eing proof against oxidization, will 
he a nonconductor of electricity so as 
to guard against galvanic action.
